The  Bureau 
of  Technology  and  Industrial  Competitiveness  helps 
Illinois  businesses,  entrepreneurs  and  citizens  to  succeed 
in  a  changing  economy. 

Bureau  of  Tourism 

The  Bureau  of  Tourism  works  closely  with  the  state’s 
network  of  Local  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureaus  and 
Regional  Tourism  Development  Offices,  funds  grant 
programs  to  help  market  Illinois  destinations,  and 


administers  the  state’s  innovative  tourism  advertising  and 
promotional  efforts.  The  Local  Tourism  Division  helps 
local  entities  promote  business  and  leisure  travel.  The 
Marketing/Advertising  Division  combines  research-based, 
integrated  marketing  efforts  with  technology  to  promote 
travel  to  and  within  Illinois. 

Office  of  Trade  &  Investment 

OTl  offers  a  variety  of  export  development  assistance 
programs  to  help  Illinois  companies  identify  new  markets 
and  locate  distribution  channels  for  their  products  and 
services  abroad,  including  trade  missions  to  targeted 
foreign  markets.  Trade  missions  provide  small  and 
medium-sized  companies  in  Illinois  with  an  avenue  to 
export  their  products  and  services.  OTl,  and  its  trade 
offices  around  the  world,  also  work  to  attract  essential 
Foreign  Direct  Investment  (FDI)  to  Illinois  through 
strategic  promotional  activities,  including  FDI  seminars 
overseas  and  reverse  trade  missions  domestically.

The  Bureau  of  Workforce  Development  is  committed  to 
encouraging  statewide  economic  development  by  cultivating 
a  well-trained  workforce.  Through  an  array  of  services, 
the  Bureau  works  with  youth,  adults  and  dislocated 
workers  to  provide  individuals  with  employability  skills 
assessment,  training  as  appropriate,  as  well  as  follow-up 
services  leading  to  employment  or  retention  in  identified 
sectors  of  growing  occupational  demand.
